Yet despite this seeming slow approach the thing that we call progress | 
moves with great rapidity, but it moves continually, inexorably, a step at a | 
but never halting. It is an onward march that never tires, never | 


time, 
falters. 
) The only way to correctly gauge progress is in vaetioandcts Look back 
‘a few years, only a decade or so, and the remarkable progress which 
‘ civilization makes in the course of a brief span suddenly becomes apparent 
with startling clarity. Yet we do not see these extraordinary and far reach- 
‘ing changes in the making although they are going on all the time. 

Turn over the leaves of the family album and immediately the truth of | 
the assertion stares one in the face. What an extraordinary change in style | 
of (ress, in shape of headgear, in fashion of hair dressing in a few years. It | 
appears incredible that one really looked like that 20, 15 or even ten years | 
ago. | 

3ut progress does not mark a changing trend in dress alone. It invades 
every realm of activity within the ken of human experience. In the whole 
fiel] of things material and in the entire mental and even spiritual arena, a 
steady and unrelenting advance is being made. 

Hark back but twenty years and compare the means of transportation 
of that time with the swift cabin mcnoplane and upholstered limousine of 
today. Contrast the crude telephone of a generation ago with the automatic 
and the radio of the present time. © Appraise the difference between the 
mired prairie trail of yesteryear with the broad gravelled highway along 
which we roll now. 

A little reflection shows that everything with which we come in contact, 
everything we experience. everything we do has been subject to just as 
‘pamarkable an evolution as those things to which specific reference has been 
made. Not only has progress made radical changes in what we wear and how 
we travel in a few short years, but it has wrought a similar transformation 
in what we eat and drink, in our amusements, in our work, in our social life, 
in our worship and even in what we think. | 

In no sphere of activity, however, has this evolution been more marked 
{n recent years as in the field of daily work, in the realm of business, in city 
and country. In methods of production, in modes of distribution, in processes 
of marketing changes have revolutionized and are continuing to revolution- 
ize the daily life of the individual. These changes are so pronounced and so 
rapid that they are apparent even to the most careless onlooker. 

A writer in a popular magazine recently pointed out that such swift 

anges are being made in the conduct of business and commerce that heads _ 
of amitere houses are findirig it increasingly difficult to secure young men 
competent to engage in commercial life without first being re-trained after 
they have left college. The almost daily application of new scientific discov- 
eries in the field of business results in the college student being out of date 
because the course, though designed for the particular vocation he intends 
to follow, has not kept pace with the changes taking place in the practical 
arena, 

This evolutionary process is going on in the whole industrial field, agri- 
culture included, but as was stated at the outset it is not always so easy to 
perceive it because of its constancy and its proximity. 

For this reason it is perhaps a wise thing, nay, a necessary thing to 
sometimes pause and look back a little, make a few comparisons with the 
past. and in the light of these contrasts a clearer perspective may be gained 
of what is happening from day to day, and perhaps even an inkling may be 
secured of what may be expected in future, 

Only by doing this can we secure the necessary ‘vision to enable us to 
keep pace with progress,

Over Seventy-Four Million Involved 
In Establishing Industrial Plants 
New industrial plants established 

along the lines of the Canadian Na- 

tional Railways, in 1929, involved a 

total capital investment by the indus- 

tries of $74,106,10, according to the 
annual report of William Phillips, 
manager of the Industrial Depart- 
ment of the system. This was an in- 
crease of $696,300 over the previous 
year, when the expenditure was $73,- 
409,800. Additions to plants already 
existing represent an investment of 
$33,361,000, an increase of $8,792,200 
over 1928. On the Grand Trunk West- 
ern lines of the system, the capital 
investment by industry for new 
plants and branches totalled $11,729,- 

000. While this was a decrease of 

$7,500,400, there was an increase of 

$2,227,000 in additions to plants, the 
total being $11,563,000. 

Canadian development from Atlan- 
tice to Pacific, Mr. Phillips indicates, 
was in many fields, involving such 
industries as: newsprint, cold storage, 
warehousing, grain elevators, silk 
mills, canning plants. foundries, dis- 
tilleries, automobile plants, lumber- 
ing and mining industries. The most 
outstanding developments in West- 
ern Canada were in mining in Mani- 
toba, and in cold storage plants in 
British Columbia. The Hudson Bay 
Mining and Smelting Company, and 
the Sherritt-Gordon Mines, Ltd., at — 
Flin Flon, and Sherridon, expended 
$10,000,000, while two cold storage 
plants, costing more than $3,000,000, 
were established at New Westminster 
and Victoria, B.C. New elevators in 
the west represented an investment 
of $1,345,600 and new oil warehouses, 
$482,000.

“Any obligation which may be in- 
volved in this or the two preceding 
sections to supply medical or surgical 
attendance as ‘necessaries,’ or ‘neces- 
saries of life,’ shall not apply to, or 
affect persons using or depending on 
prayer or spiritual means for the 
treatment of human ailments as an 
enjoyment or exercise 
freedom.”

Vast Empire 


Being Developed In North 


So vast is the Canadian heritage 
and so numerous are the points offer- 
ing promise of great and continuous 
development, that it is difficult for 
the most assiduous of newspaper 
readers to keep in touch even with 
his own province. For more distant 
information he is dependent on re- 
moter sources and therefore has all 
the more reason to appreciate editor- 
ial and other articles outlining what 
is be!ng done in districts that are 
only in process of being opened to the 
light of day. Recently the Lethbridge 
Herald touched on the development 
of the Alberta Northland and remark- 
ed that as this is proceeding so Bri- 
tish Columbia’s great block of land 
east of the Rockies is coming in for 
a lot of attention. Speaking recently 
about the potentialities of this region 
it quoted Hon. F. P. Burden, Minis- 
ter of Lands of that province, as say- 
ing that the section had one of the 
best bodies of coal on the continent, 
and according to coal authorities it 
was the only coal on the continent 
that would smelt without coking. 


In close proximity, Mr. Burden 
said, was a great body of iron ore. 
In years to come, he believed, a great 
steel and iron industry would be de- 
veloped and would create a big de- 
mand for the agricultural products of 
the district. 

There were also other minerals, the 
minister said, and possible hydro-de- 
velopment at low cost. 

The Herald repeats its view pre- 
viously expressed that in the vicinity 
of the head waters of the Peace Riv- 
er, and where they cut through the 
backbone of the continent on their 
way to the Arctic, there is a verit- 
able empire of wealth such as few 
Canadians even dream of. Here are 
to be found valuable commercial tim- 
ber and pulpwood. The Groundhog 
coalfields in which the late Lord 
Rhondda was interested lie in that 
area, Close by there are said to be 
mountains of iron, while it is also 
stated that mines as rich as the Sulli- 
van at Kimberley may be developed. 
And with it all there is, in the Peace 
River Canyon, water power capable 
of developing within a 12-mile stretch 
something like 1,500,000 horsepower. 

While there is so much talk of a 
coast outlet for the Peace River 
country, it is well to bear in mind 
that the development of the mining, 
lumbering, pulpwood and hydro pow- 
er potentialities along the Peace Riv- 
er head waters, is practically certain 
to open up a route through the north- 
ern section of British Columbia. 
Somewhere along the course of that 
route will be a railway, and situated 
upon it, close to the Pacific, and clos- 
er to the Orient than any other Bri- 
tish Columbia city, will be a modern 
city founded upon the wealth of re- 
sources in that area. 

We really know very little as yet, 
the Herald says truly, about the 
great northland which, in a few 
years, will be pouring its treasure in- 
to the world’s markets and bringing 
back new wealth to Western Canada.

Department of Agriculture 


Is Studying Problems of 
The Ranching Industry 


The following article was prepared 
at the direction of Dr. J. H. Gris- 
dale, Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 


by Mr. E. S. Archibald, director, 
Dominion Experimental Farms, 
Ottawa. 


Previous to 1912, when the beef 
cattle industry in Canada was in a 
thriving condition, a very small in- 
vestment, outside of that in cattle, 
was necessary to carry on the busi- 
ness. With the coming of the settler, 
and the consequent splitting up of 
the open range, the rancher was con- 
fined to a definite area. This change 
necessitated a more economical use 
of the range and the construction of 
fences, the development of watering 
places, and the production of winter 
féed. With these increased costs more 
attention® was paid to the class of 
cattle raised, the percentage calf 
crop, and the death losses. Although 
the best known grazing practices 
were followed there was a decline in 
the carrying capacity of the ranges, 
and many areas became badly over- 
grazed. The result was depleted 
pastures, less thrifty cattle entering 
the winter, and sub-normal gains in 
weight by marketable and breeding 
cattle. 

It was not until 1925 that a de- 
mand arose for experimental work on 
the range, and following a survey in 
1926, by the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, Department of Agriculture, 
it was decided to conduct experi- 


|ments on the short grass plains to 


study methods of range management, 
with the object of improving the 
carrying capacity. As the outright 
purchase and equipping of an experi- 
mental ranch appeared to be unwise 
because of the large cost involved, it 
was decided that it would be moro 


| economical and more useful to co- 
| operate with some rancher who had 


a long experience in ranching. Gil- 
christ Brothers, of Medicine Hat, Al- 
berta, offered their co-operation, 
which was accepted and the experit- 
ments are now being carried out on 
this ranch. 

The main project under investiga- 
tion is known as the deferred and ro- 
tation system of grazing. It is usual- 
ly carried out on three pastures, de- 
pending upon the conditions under 
which it is practised. The system is 
designed to defer grazing on each 
pasture twice in six years to allow 
each pasture to mature a crop of 


| grass. On the station, four fields, 


each comprising 3,740 acres, are used 


| to determine the practicability of the 


scheme. The fourth field is grazed 
continuously and serves as a check 
on the other fields. In order to de- 


| termine the efficiency of this system 


of grazing as a whole and whether or 
not the grass cover is improved, a 
thorough study of all factors affect- 


| ing it is made. 


An essential factor in range man- 
agement is a reliable water supply. 


| In this connection the development of 


natural watering facilities is being 
investigated. Other factors in range 


|management being studied include 


the use of salt, the gains in weight 


| by different classes of cattle, the pos- 


sible limits of the grazing periods, 
the palatibility and nutritive value of 
the range vegetation, the question of 
deterioration in the feeding value of 
hay kept several years in reserve, 
and the effect of frequent cutting on 
range hay production. As fencing oc- 
cupies an important place 
ranch operations, the use of wood 
preservatives for the posts and cost 
of construction and maintenance are 
also being investigated. 

In addition to the projects at the 
range station there are several other 
investigations being conducted in Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan, and British Col- 
umbia, including an economic study 
of the vegetation, reseeding tests on 
burnt-over land, and a number of 
trials in the growing of forage crops 
for winter feeding. A beginning has 
been made on the study of the cost 
of production of range cattle in the 
different grazing areas, the object 
being, first, to learn the financial im- 
portance of different factors in the 
cattle business; secondly, to present 
a fair picture of the industry, and 
thirdly, to analyze the business for 
the purpose of learning which are the 
most profitable range practices to 
follow in the different locations, 

New projects to be studied during 


1930 will be the determination of the’ 


carrying capacity of the range land 
on the short grass plains, the winter 
feeding of cattle, the use of home- 
grown roughages and their economic 
value for hastening younger steers 
to maturity, and the value of supple- 
mental feeding to cows on winter 
pasture.

Might Increase Apple Sales 


Vending Machine Opens New Market 
For Canadian Product 

One of the most interesting and 
important developments in connec- 
tion with the marketing of apples in 
recent years is the automatic vend- 
ing machine. Officials of the Fruit 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture are watching this de- 
velopment with special interest at the 
present time and Commissioner G. 
E. McIntosh states: “I think it will 
provide a new means of marketing 
apples which will prove at once 
popular and effective.” 

The new machines, of which there 
are two types on the market at the 
present time, have been tried out 
with surprisingly satisfactory results 
on a number of occasions. At the 
Royal Winter Fair, Toronto, last 
year, several of these machines were 
in operation and the sales for each 
machine ranged from 3,000 to 7,000 
apples per day. 

The automatic apple vendor is a 
“nickel-in-the-slot” contrivance by 
which the customer may select the 
apple he prefers from a range of 
size, variety and color. Both the wall 
and sylinder type machine carry the 
apples in trays with glass tops so 
that they are enticingly visible. The 
apples are kept in perfect condition 
through the use of dry ice, and the 
automatic vendor provides the indi- 
vidual an opportunity to get “an 
apple a day,” or, what is more im- 
portant, an apple when it is wanted. 

An idea of the potential sales value 
of these machines in operation is af- 
forded by the experience at _ the 
The machines 
there in the week they were in op- 
eration averaged sales of 2,500 box- 
es of faucy fruit of an average size 
of 125 apples to the box; at 5c. apiece 
this meant $6.25 a box or well over 
$15,000 from the machine sales during 
the period of the Fair. 

British Columbia has taken the 
lead in the introduction of the sale 
of apples by this type of appliance; 
one hundred machines being now in 
operation in the City of Voncouver 
and fifty being installed in Victoria,

Traced To Bad Teeth 

You may be surprised to know that

Only in comparatively recent years 
scientists found this out. And only a 
comparatively small number of peo- 
ple have learned to take advantage 
of this new knowledge in keeping 
themselves well. 

The Mayo clinic, which has won 
fame all over the world for the high 
standard it maintains, and the con- 
scientious treatment it gives patients, 
now insists that every person who 
comes up for treatment should under- 
go a thorough examination of the 
mouth, no matter what disease is ap- 
parent. 

Dr. Charles Mayo once said that 


the great mass of the people of this | 


generation would not die from one of 
the great plagues, but that ninety out 
of a hundred would probably die be- 
cause of some simple infection, the 
original cause of which would give 
tham no trouble. Diseased teeth fre- 
quently are such local infections. 

One by one the great agencies of 
the world are taken even more inter- 
est in what the teeth are doing to 
the rest of the system. The life in- 


surance companies want to know | 


what is inside the applicant’s mouth 
before they decide whether he or she 
is a good risk for a policy. Large in- 
dustries employ dentists to examine 


the teeth of their employees and see | 
to it that they have the ‘best chance | 


of highest efficiency through healthy 
mouths. 

It is therefore, of the highest im- 
portance that we be most systematic 


in taking the very best care possible | 


of our teeth, and it will help us to 


do so if we know some of the rea- | 


sons. There is a world of truth in 


the old quotation, ‘Infected teeth are | 


ill tenants.” 

But it is a poor law that fails to 
work both ways. And while it is true 
that diseased teeth disturb the sys- 
tem, so also is it true that a system 
that is not properly fed will bring 
about tooth-decay. Therefore, if you 
would have good teeth, it is not suf- 
ficient that you keep them clean— 
though this is highly important; it is 
also necessary that you choose your 
food carefully. 

Immigrants from Italy, Greece, 
and Balkan States, Poland and Ger- 
many, have fine teeth, surprising as 
this may seem. Investigation of this 
factor in their lives showed that they 


eat a simple diet, consisting of coarse | 


foods, plenty of fruit and vegetables, 
and dark bread that is never eaten 
while it is fresh. They do not have 
the same opportunities that we have 
of indulging in white flour and refined 


sugar, and they seldom eat candy. | 


On the other hand, the Mayo clinic 


examination of fifteen hundred pa- | 


tients shows that 57 per cent. had in- 
fected teeth and 80 per cent. suffered 
from pyorrhea. 

Toothache, while about as unpleas- 
ant as anything one can think of, has 
its advantages because it is a danger 
signal and sometimes we are apt to 
be careless unless we receive a very 
emphatic warning. The fact that you 
have no tooth-ache, however, should 
not be taken to mean that your teeth 
need no attention. Sometimes people 
have teeth that are gradually under- 


mining their health while they are not | 


suspecting danger. They reach mid- 
dle age and find that not only are 
their teeth getting past the the stage 
of usefulness, but their general health 
has suffered as well. One of the most 
intelligent habits one can form is— 
regular visit to the dentist every six 
months and the utmost co-operation 
with him when we get there. 
Teeth, properly and _ regularly 
brushed,’ will not decay unless candy 
is indulged into excess. Children can 
be saved a lot of useless trouble with 
their teeth if they are properly train- 
ed in this respect.

Planted In West 


Area Seeded Is Being Increased In | 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
From the Dominion Seed Branch | 
comes one of the most interesting 
reports of field crop development in 
1930, which is that the prairie prov- 
inces are sowing very much larger 
quantities of sweet clover seed this 
year than ever before. The Branch

beet production. Saskatchewan is |

Manitoba is also increasing the area- 
of sweet clover seeded. As a crop} 
sweet clover costs less to produce 


than some of the other legumes, it is 


a practically sure crop, it has very | 
high fertilizer value, and it can be | 
introduced into a system of grain | 
farming with particular ease.

Demand For Land Continues 
Largest Number Of Entries This 
Year Made Near Prince Albert 

The demahd for quarter sections 
each of 160 acres, of free homestead 
lands in Western Canada, which are 
given by the Canadian Government 
to settlers, continues to increase. In 
the first three months of this year 
there were 2,564 entries registered 
representing 410,240 acres compared 
with 2,405 entries representing 364,- 
800 acres in the corresponding three 
months last year. Of this year’s en- 
tries 108 were in Manitoba, 929 in 
Saskatchewan, 1,420 in Alberta, and 
107 in the Railway Belt and Peace 


River Block, British Columbia. The | 


largest number of entries were made 
in the Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, 
district, a total of 409. The Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, district, was second 
with 277 and the Peace River district 
third with 145. 

The Canadian Government requires 
a registration fee of $10 to be paid by 
each settler to whom a quarter sec- 
tion of homestead land is granted, 


;and the settler must do a certain 
amount of cultivation and fulfil other | 


requirements as to residence, etc., 
within three years. These homestead 
lands are now for the most part at 
some distance from railways but with 
the rapid advance of settlement and 
good roads they are in increasing de- 
mand.

Experiments Show Broadcast Method 
Of Seeding Is Best 

Timothy is one of the most uni- 
versally grown hay crops in Canada, 
and consequently a _ considerable 
quantity of the seed of this crop is 
required each year, and it is usually 
in fairly good demand. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Kapuskasing, Ontario, an 
experiment has been conducted over 
a period of years, with the object 
of comparing the results in yield 
and quality of seed produced from 
seeding broadcast in combination 
with red clover, broadcast alone, in 
rows 12 inches apart, and in rows 
24 inches apart. 

The plot seeded with a mixture of 
timothy and red clover is cut for 
hay the first year and saved for seed 
the second, the idea being that the 
red clover will have largely died out 
and consequently the stand would be 
mostly timothy. 

This experiment has been conduct- 


|} ed in quadruplicate one-fortieth-acre 


plots, using a nurse-crop of either 
barley or oats. 

In some years it has been found 
that the first-year meadow has not 
been a good stand and in some 
cases had to be cancelled. 
probably due, in part at least, to the 
smothering effect of the nurse-crop. 

The average results show that 
there is not a very great difference 
between seeding broadcast and in 
rows, and considering the fact that 
fields sown in rows are more apt to 
becqgme weedy unless cultivated, 
which would take extra time and 
naturally add to the cost of produc- 
tion, it would appear as though the 
broadcast method is to be preferred.

Luxurious Flying 


New Liners Of Imperial Airways Are 
Last Word In Luxury 

Jules Bleriot flew over the English 
Channel just twenty-one years ago 
next July, in a contraption that look- 
ed little better than the gliders which 
are now coming into vogue. By the 
time the exact anniversary comes 
around, M. Bleriot will be able to 
gaze upon real liners of the air which 
are the lineal descendants of the ma- 
chine he navigated on that occasion. 

British Imperial Airways are put- 

ting into commission in a few weeks 
a fleet of air liners between London, 
Paris and other cities, which are as 
far in advance of the Bleriot machine 
as the Bremen is ahead of the pack- 
ets which brought our forefathers to 
| this country a century ago. 
They will carry forty passengers, 
| plus two pilots and two _ stewards. 
| There will be two cabins, one of them 
| for smokers, but each as commodious 
as the drawing-room of an average 
home, being sixteen and a half feet 
long and more than half that in 
| width. The cabins are decorated on a 
scale never hitherto attempted ex- 
cept by a firm used to decorating the 
trade. There will be a buffet and bar 
ocean liners built for the Atlantic 
between the two cabins, and tables 
are provided for cards. 

This, of course, is an all-British 

achievement, the air liners being 
built by the Handley-Page Company. 
Undoubtedly it will be as easy for 
|these air liners to travel between 
London and Bagdad, as between Lon- 
|don and Paris, with the necessary 
| stops between. 
The big Dornier machines have 
| carried more passengers—150 at a 
| time—but that, also, was only made 
possible by the use of British-built 
| engines of the same type as the Air- 
ways’ liners have. 

Thus Britain is again leading the 
way in the new science of transpor- 
tation. The fastest and biggest 
‘planes; the fastest and most luxuri- 
ous trains, and ocean steamships

fastest in the world, are all built and 
manned by Britishers. In the air, on 
the land, and on the sea, British is 
best.

Canadian National Railway Will Give 
Prizes For Competition 

Plans which seek to provide a sub- 

stantial contribution to the encour- 

agement of community progress and 


dian citizenship by those rural com- 
munities in Western’ Canada which 
are of European origin, have been 
developed by the Canadian railways 


made by Sir Henry Thornton from 
| the head offices of the railway com- 
| Pany at Montreal, 

These plans initiated and developed 
by Dr. W. J. Black, director of the 
Departments of Agriculture and Col- 
onization, of the National System, in- 
| volve the carrying out of a series of 
| competitions among such communi- 
ties in the three provinces, Alberta, 
| Saskatchewan and Manitoba, to be 
held annually for a period of five 
years, for which one set of three 
prizes will be awarded in each prov- 
ince each year. These prizes will be 
substantial, the first being $1,000, the 
second $500, and the third $250, and 

| they will be awarded on the under- 
| Standing that the money be utilized 
in community work of some progres- 
sive nature. It is planned to have 
the competitions commence this year. 


The Departments of Agriculture 
jand Colonization, of the National 
Railways, will assume the responsi- 
bility of conducting the competitions, 
but hearty co-operation and support 
in the carrying out of the entire 
|} scheme has been offered by various 
departments of the provincial gov- 
ernments which have chiefly to do 
with matters of rural community pro- 
gress and welfare. Leading men and 
women in western life also intimated 
that the project has their support 
and approval. For the judging of 
| the competitions in each province, a 
committee of three outstanding citi- 
zens will be selected. 

It is proposed to confine the com- 
petitions to rural municipalities, or 
groups of school districts within 
municipalities in which the popula- | 
tion is made up of people of con- 
tinental _European origin, first or 
second generation. It is recognized 
that the interest which these people 
take in co-operating to make effec- 
tive the policies of such departments 
of government as have to do with 
agriculture, education and public. 
health, may be regarded as an index | 
of the people to the advantages of | 
what the Dominion provides towards 
influencing their status as good citi- 
zens. It has, therefore, been decided | 
that emphasis shall be placed upon 
the things which these departments 
regard as of greatest importance. | 
Consideration will be given to such | 
matters as percentage of school at- 
tendance, efficiency of the school, 
percentage of young people attending 
secondary schools, colleges or univer- 
| sities, evidence of interest in mat- 
ters relating to public health and so- 
cial welfare, percentage of member- 
ship in farmers’ organizations, such 
as the co-operative marketing pools, 
agricultural societies, womens’ insti- 
| tutes, etc.,, and evidence of general 
progress towards improvement of 
agriculture methods, throughout the 
particular community or area in- 
volved. Special consideration also 
will be given to evidence of com- 
munity interest in music, arts and 
handicrafts. In respect to all this, 
the competitions will take into con- 
| sideration the full calendar year and 
awards will be made at the end of 
each year. In discussing the project, 
| Dr. Black said: “It is recognized that 
the people in a great many of the 
|}communities of European origin in 
| the prairie provinces of Canada, have 
| been showing an exceedingly fine in- 
| terest in making full use of the facil- 
ities and influences which our Cana- 
| dian institutions provide in agricul- 
| ture, education and otherwise. It is 
|the desire of the railway company, 
{in undertaking to direct these com- 
| petitions for a period of five years, to 
| give encouragement to such commun-

Recipes For This Week 


(By Betty Barclay) 


TOMATO RELISH 


83 cups (11% lbs.) cooked tomatoes 
and lemon, 
612 cups (2% lbs.) sugar. 
1 bottle pectin. 

Scald, peel, 
Boil 4 cups crushed tomatoes (fresh 
or canned) 10 minutes, uncovered, 
stirring occasionally. 
grated rind of 1 lemon, 
cooked mixture into large kettle. Add 


sugar, mix, and bring to a full rolling | 
boil over hottest fire. Stir constantly | 


before and while boiling. Boil hard 
2 minutes. Remove from fire and 
stir in pectin. Skim; pour quickly. 


Cover hot relish with film of hot | 


paraffin; when relish is cold, 
with % inch of hot paraffin. Roll 
glass to spread paraffin on sides. Sets 
very slowly. Requires about 21% 
pounds tomatoes. Makes about 9 
eight-ounce glasses. 

For plain tomato flavor, omit lem- 
on and use only 214 cups boiled-down 
tomatoes, For use with meats, add 14 
teaspoon each of ground 
cloves and cinnamon. 


ROLLED ORANGE WAFERS 


14 cup butter. 
1 cup sugar, 
Grated rind 1 orange. 
1 teaspoon soda. 
1 tablespoon cold water. 
14 cup orange juice. 
2 cups flour. 

Cream butter; gradually add sugar 
and orange rind, beating until light; 
add to 
orange juice, then add, alternately 
with flour, to first mixture. Spread 
mixture on well-buttered sheet in the 
thinnest possible layer, and bake in 
a moderate oven. When baked, cut 
in squares; quickly roll each square,

ed plate.

Relic Of Colonial Days 


Victoria Will Preserve Iron House 
Erected Seventy Years Ago 

When sappers of the Royal Engin- 
errs came to British Columbia in 
1858, to build roads in the new Bri- 
tish colony, they built their houses 
‘of iron. The engineers either were not 
conversant with the durability of the 
country’s lumber or else they desired 
additional protection from Indian 
raiders. 

The old iron houses were forgotten 
years ago, and it was thought that 
the last of them had been removed 
until workmen engaged in clearing 


| away old buildings to make room for 


additions to the government buildings 
at Victoria, discovered the iron struc- 
ture which had served as a dwelling 
70 years ago. Sills under the build- 
ing were found to be in good condi- 
tion. They were of timber brought 
out from England. 

Provincial government  authori- 
ties upon learning the history of the 
iron house, ordered it placed upon 
& new foundation and to be pre- 
served as a relic of old colonial days.
